— Health and environmental 
groups have forged an acc idental alliance with an old 
enemy, the auto industry, in attempts to get the lead out of 
gasoline. 
The health and antipollution activists have frequently 
criticized auto makers tor allegedly fouling the air and 
making unsafe cars; but although their motives differ, both 
interests now contend 
restrictions proposed 
by the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPAi would permit too 
much lead in gasoline. 
Auto makers contend that lead ruins the catalytic conver­ 
ters they plan to install on 1975 model cars to meet exhaust 
cleanup rules. 
Environmental and health groups argue that lead in auto 
exhaust exposes citizens—particularly slum children—to 
possible lead poisoning, which can cause brain damage and 
occasionally death 
Auto makers are presenting their arguments in EPA 
hearings on industry requests to delay for one year the 
exhaust 
cleanup 
rules 
scheduled 
for 
1975 
models. 
Environmental and health forces called for a ban on leaded 
gasoline in testimony Wednesday before another EPA 
hearing on the proposed lead restrictions. 
The EPA agrees with both contentions. To meet the need 
of 1975 model cars for virtually lead-free gasoline, the EPA 
proposed that most service stations be required to offer 
gasoline containing no more than 05 grams per gallon by 
mid-1974 And to curb lead poisoning, the agency proposed 
that leaded gasolines gradually reduce their lead content, 
starting Jan. 1, 1974. 


Couple found guilty 
for not busing girl 


PONTIAC, Mich. (UPI>—Mr. and Mrs. Carl Merchant 
were found guilty of child neglect Wednesday for refusing 
to have their 13-year-old daughter bused crosstown under 
provisions of a court-ordered desegregation program 
The verdict was directed by Oakland County Probate 
Court Judge Norman Barnard, who pointed out that the 
couple had admitted violating the state’s compulsory 
school attendance law by keeping their daughter, Can, 
home from school. 
“ I must apply the law,' Barnard said “ Where there are 
no factual issues to submit to the jury, they have no duty to 
perform 
However, the judge in a post*trial conference with the 
Merchants and attorneys for both sides, agreed to an 
arrangement whereby Can won't have to attend school in 
Pontiac. 
"I may have lost the case, but I won in a way," said 
Merchant, a 34-year-old auto worker. “ At least my 
daughter won’t be going to school in an unsafe area." 
Under terms of the agreement, the girl will live with a 
relative, who was not named, and attend school somewhere 
else in the county. 
The child neglect charge carries no actual penalty for the 
defendants. 
The Merchants, who are white, have kept Can home from 
school since September rather than abide by the forced 
busing edict of U.S. District Judge Damon Keith of Betroit.

Disturbing introduction 
Wants only a 'fair shake'

slight, and he limped. He was 
very pale 1 asked him w hy- 
had he been sick? Me an­ 
swered, I never see the sun 
• He told me he was in his 
cell 23 hours a day. illumin­ 
ated onlv by a naked light 
bulb, and got to exercise in 
the corridor one hour a day. 
Next, prisoners from San 
Quentin began to write her 
She had set up general prac­ 
tice in San Rafael, a sun- 
kissed mushroom ot subur­ 
ban living just up Highway 
101 from the grim yellow 
walls of the old penitentiary 
Because of its proximity, it 
was natural for the inmates 
to seek help from lawyers 
there. It wouldn’t cost so 
much. And Salle, a beginner 
in law. waiting for the phone 
to ring, responded She went 
to San Quentin 
* The visitor’s room.” she 
says, "it’s just overwhelm­ 
ing. and the prison itself, it’s 
like a fortress, more than a

hundred years old My first 
reaction was that of a con­ 
centration camp. I’d walk out 
and say to myself, 
I don’t 
know how thev can stand it 
I’m amazed people aren t 
killed all over the place. If I 
were in a place like that, I d 
be dead or somebody would 
be dead’.” 
And so when the shoot-out 
in San Quentin blasted into 
international headlines last 
August, leaving a bloodbath 
of dead guards and prisoners, 
among them the notorious 
George Jackson, Salle wasn’t 
really surprised. Only ap­ 
palled. bitter and depressed. 
“ The reason 
for 
what’s 


happening in prison, the ex­ 
plosions, the people ready to 
die for changes, is because 
prisons are terrible,’ 
she 
says heavily, “ because ad­ 
ministrators 
a r e 
incom­ 
petent. The prisons are fall 
ing 
apart 
People 
should 
know they’re falling apart 
because 
they’re 
not 
run 
properly. 
"I see now in prisons what 
happened with the Vietnam 
war. The marchers 10 years 
ago were considered a weird 
breed of cat All these years 
later, everybody’s for peace.

High School They have three 
children, a nice home, and 
local involvement with such 
things as the PTA. Salle So 
iaday, 
35, and 
outwardly 
cheerful, could be enjoying 
the dual good life of a sub­ 
urban matron and respected 
lawyer. 


Instead she hasn’t been 
paid tor her prison reform 
eltorts in two years — she 
doesn’t take private cases in 
this area on a pay basis, 
though she has other remu­ 
nerative legal work and she 
suffers the concern of fail­ 
ure, 


"If people like myself had 
been successful,” she says, 
there wouldn’t be all this 
blood It’s like prison reform. 
American style. You have to 
have blood th e blood makes 
people read the newspapers. 
Immediate coverage, across 
the 
country. 
And 
people 
think. ‘Gee. "what's going on? 
Attica, gee. that’s horrible. 
San Quentin, how did that 
happen?’ 


“Then the official report 
comes out and its revolution­ 
aries and radicals. Then they 
know what the problem is: 
revolutionaries and radicals. 
That pacifies everybody and 
let’s go get those people and 
it’ll take care of the prob­ 
lems.

He died a very 
brutal kind of death in B 
section. That’s one of those 
places where a guy is kept 
23,/z hours a day in tiers. 
They’re warehouses. 
"He was in a fourth tier. 
He had been psychotic and 
was sent to the psycho ward 
a year ago December. Last 
February he was tear-gassed 
and 
he choked 
to death. 
About 15 guards were re 
moving him from his cell 
because he had gone berserk 
and put the cell on fire, 
some guards alleged. After 
he died, his parents con­ 
tacted me.” 
Salle had already become 
known, starting in 1968, lor 
her work in seeking better 
prison conditions. The Bill­ 
ingsley case, on which she 
filed a claim, received con­ 
siderable publicity. And for 
Salle it meant harassment. 
She claims prison officials 
made it more difficult for 
her to visit inmates, that she 
had to wait interminably to 
visit clients, that prisoners 
were gassed and transferred 


to poorer quarters alter see

“Also." says Salle subjec

guided as kind of funny, a 
bleeding heart liberal who’s

He is one of 
29,000 military deserters cur­ 
rently "at large.” And his 
future 
is 
shaky. 
Weld denies this. He says 
he’ll not return. He likes 
Montreal, he likes Canada, 
he is currently employed as 
a s o c i a l worker, and he 
plans soon to take the na­ 
tion’s dental board exams. 
"This is my home now,” he 
says 
by 
telephone, 
"my 
home.” 
As for amnesty? Says he: 
"Before any repatriation can 
be considered, the reasons 
for expatriation must be re- 
solved. I don’t want the 
United States to forgive me. 
I want it to face up to what 
it has done. T h e r e are 
100,000 people in C a n a d a 
who have fled the United 
States recently. We’re not 
deserters. We’re refugees.”
